THE JEWISH NEW YEAR. 

A Brief Outline of Its History - Some nf the 
Customs— Its Celebration In This City. 

The Jewish now year, 5B48, has just 
passed with its attendant services and 
ceremonies, and a brief mention of it may 
he of interest. It continued for two days, 
tho first being designated as the Day of 
Judgment, Day of Remembrance, or 
Memorial Day, and the second as the Day 
«f Sounding the Trumpet. The history of 
the Jewish Church is a history of festivals. 
They are occasions of public religious ob- 
servance. There are weekly, monthly 
and yearly festivals, the same in kind, hut 
different in signification, and each is 
founded upon scriptural injunction. The 
least of New Year's day (Rosll-Hash- 
Shanah in tho Talmud) is hold for two 
days at the beginning of Tisri, as men- 
tioned above. 

Among other ancient beliefs among the 
Jews is that on the first day of the year 
the Almighty assigns the luck that is to 
follow each Individual during the ensuing 
twelve months, and they therefore ac- 
cordingly convene in their respective 
places of worship on New Y ear's eve nr.d 
pray for a renewing nf themselves during 
the coming year, and thai they may be 
prosperous and happy. The days arc to 
Do kopl holy, and all must rest from labor 
during their continuance. 

The Feast of Trumpets differs from the 
first day, The trumpet used is from the 
head of a rain, and its purpose is to re- 
mind the Almighty of Isaac who was will- 
ing to be sacrificed by Ins father Abra- 
ham, and for whom a ram was substituted. 
The principal reason assign,. it in the 
Bible for sounding the cornel wan In an- 
nounce n now year. With the beginning 
of the new year, or rather with the begin- 
ning of the month in winch the new year 
occurs, a series of festivals commence. 
Most of the Jewish festivals are crowded 
into l his one mouth, and I here lore, in one 
sense of tin- word, tins one mouth is the 
whole year. It begins with penitence 
and coiil nl inn, and ends with fes- 
tivity and joy as tho time of harvest. 
Afterwards follows thu Day of Atone- 
ment and the Feasl of Tabernacles. 

The Feast of Trumpets has come to be 
regarded as the anniversary of the birth- 
day of the world. It is an old fancy that 
oil this day every year liod judges all 
men and that the, pass before him as a 
Hock of slice;, pass before a shepherd. 

In Victoria, as well tia in all other cit- 
ies wherever a Jewish congregation gath- 
ers, the festivals have been duly observed. 
In the synagogue here on .Monday even- 
ing the ceremonies were must impressive, 
Mr. Bernstein officiating, and the cmi 
grugatioll chanting with the reader. The 
synagogue, which has recently been en- 
tirely renovated, presented a most beauti- 
ful appearance, ihe blending of the rich 
coin ring of the decorations producing a 
very pleasing effect. Hymns nf praise 
wore sung by assembled worshippers, all 
joining in the due observance of the 
rites.

ICnl I rend I'oiuiniHHleuerx Meet. 

New York, Sept. 81. — The Pacific 
railroad commission held its first meeting 
hero to-day Hinco its tour of California. 
Governor Pattison presided, and E. E. 
Kllery, Anderson and David S. Littler 
comprised the balance of the commission. 
There were also present Judtro Milton, 
counsel for tho commission; A. A. Cohen, 
counsel for tho Central and Southern Pa- 
cific, and Charles Crocker, a San Fran- 
cisco morchaiit, Mr. Crocker was tho only 
witness examined. Ho took tho contract 
for building the first 18 miles of tho Cen- 
tral Pacific, receiving therefor ,*2o0,000, 
850,000 in stock of the road and glOO.OOO 
worth of bonds. As a result of interne- 
cine squabbles ho really built most of tho 
road on his own contracts. He said ho 
did not know what hud become of the old 
account books. When asked how much 
he made on the Southern Pacific contracts 
lie answered with a chuckle: "1 don't 
exactly know tho precise figure, but I 
made all I could, you may bet your bot- 
tum dollar on that." Mr. Crocker was 
asked if he could tell how the money 
question at issue could he settled with 
the government. He replied that the 
conference between the committee of di- 
rectors and the commission would bring 
about a more speedy and satisfactory re- 
sult than a promiscuous investigation like 
this. "1 know 1 have never misappro- 
priated money and 1 believe that none of 
my colleagues ever did." Mr. Cohen, 
counsel for the railroad, objected when 
thu Coltou letters, which created so much 
dissension at tho San Francisco session, 
Were introduced, but Mr. Crocker took 
them up, scanned them, and thou said: 
"I don't remember, but they sound very 
much like me." When Mr. Anderson o,, L 
through Mr. Littler asked what was tho 
ability of the company to pay its debt to 
the government to-day l "None what- 
ever," was the emphatic answer. Mr. 
Crocker said the intention of the com- 
pany was to pay the debt, but to do it at 
present would ruin the properly. "1 
would suggest," remarked Air. Crocker, 
"that the government, to which money is 
just now no objeut, might give the road 
say 10() or 100 years in which to pay its 
debts." Later lie said "that if tho gov- 
ernment bad given the Central Pacific the 
contracts promised the company would 
have nearly paid its debt by this tiino. 
"Politics,' said the witness, "are the root 
of all this trouble. When the road is out 
of politics it will prosper." In reply to a 
question, witness said that there 
was never a penny in stock, bonds 
or money ottered to any legislature 
to receive corrupt influence. Mr. Cohen 
began to cross-examine the witness, and 
elicited the statements that the road was 
completed seven years ahead of contract 
time at an expense of millions of dollars; 
that the government had not kept the 
promises made to the company in the act 
of 1862, but had given its contract to 
ol her parties. It was alleged that if tho 
government had some §139,600,000 by the 
mad it would give it enough patronage to 
enable it to pay its debt, which could have 
been done. The company had faithfully 
fullilled its contracts, and he, Mr. Crock- 
er, had asked tho board of directors to in- 
troduce into congress a bill claiming pay- 
ment in compensation for unfilled con- 
tracts made to the company but never 
filled. 

C. P. Huntington was a witness before 
the Pacific railroad investigation commit- 
tee lo-day. He exhibited considerable 
impatience and asperity under tho cruss- 
i|liestiolling to which lie was subjected, 
relative to certain letters to contt'uotor 
Coltou and vouchors. Sutnewh.it sarcas- 
tically, the witness said he did not remem- 
ber having said or written this, that, or 
the other thing, anil added that it would 
give him infinite pleasure to inform tho 
committee about bis private family affairs, 
but that be could not be expected to re- 
member what had happened in business 
so many years ago. Mr. McCarr, the al- 
leged lobbyist, be said was a very handy 
man, an able one, and knew all about 
everybody. "Are bis services worth S'-'O,- 
01 H) a year V asked Ml'. Anderson. "Yes, 
I think they are worth a great deal." 
Alluding to a certain letter which 
expressed regret that the legisla- 
tive railroad committee was not 
strongly opposed to the parties in the 
I'acitic railroad list of suitable men, 
but happily was a commercial one, Mr. 
Huntington explained that no improper 
implications were intended. He used 
corruption at no time, nor did he know 
that any of the company had. If he knew 
in advance that tho government was to 
have had any inquiry years after, ho 
would have been prepared. Tho company 
had kept its contracts with the govern- 
ment, and even exceeded theiu. By pass- 
ing the Thunnan bill the government vio- 
lated its contracts. The congressmen who 
voted for this measure had met him after- 
ward and Biiid they voted for it because 
they were, obliged to, not because it was a 
just measure. "We cannot be 

injured by investigation," exclaim- 
ed the witness, "we have always 
dune our business straight and above 
hoard and the letter referring to 'a dirty 
light being carried on by Scott, in Wash 
illgtou,' was read. The "dirtiness" was 
in Scott's efforts against the road by at- 
tacking the witness personally. Then 
from another letter was quoted a para- 
graph, in which some unknown congress- 
man was alluded to as "a damned bog 
who ought never to return to San Fran- 
cisco, as such scavengers were not wanted 
around that side." The senators from 
California at that time wore Page, Lttt- 
trcll and Piper,butMr. Huntington would 
not state w hich he alluded to 111 his let- 
let. Piper, however, seemed to stand 
very low in his estimation. The 
Witness said Piper had hired some one to 
write a speech for him. He delivered it 
ill an empty house and then had it print- 
ed in a local paper. Thu speech was not 
in the interest of tho railroad company. 
Another letter referred to a nice $100,000 
excursion which was being arranged for 
live southern members of the legislature 
on a tour over the points of interest 
touched by the line. The excursion did 
not eventuate, but Mr. Huntington 
thought there would havo been no im- 
propriety in it if it had. When askeil if 
lie had any suggestion as to how best, to 
effect a settlement between the govern 
ment and the company, Mr. Huntington 
said it was a matter that would require 
considerable thought and attention. It 
was eventually decided that he should 
submit some scheme for settling the mat 
tcrat Friday's session of Ihe invoBtigal ion. 
The hearing will lie resinned to-morrow.

Tho village of 
Dauby in this province has been wiped 
out of existence by fire and the conse- 
quent, destitution and distress is appalling. 
Dauby, formerly old Durham, was a 
small hamlet in Druimuoiid county, in 
this province, fourteen niiies west, of thu 
town of Richmond and contained a tele- 
graph and poslottice, several stores and 
large saw mills, which gave employment to 
most of I he inhabitants, who numbered 
about two hundred and fifty souls. The 
tiro seems to have communicated from 
bush tires which have been raging in the 
neighborhood lor some time. Twenty-two 
houses and the station were entirely con- 
sumed and as many families rendered home- 
less, some of them losing all their earthly 
possessions oxcepl what they stood up in. 
One merchant succeeded in getting most 
of his stock out of his burning building, 
only to see it consumed before bis eyes 
ere it could be removed to a place of safe- 
ty. Narrow escapes wore numerous, but 
110 loss of life occurred. The entire cotn- 
iinmily is plunged into the deepest gloom 
and dejection. The loss is complete, 
there being scarcely a dollar of insurance 

on the buildings and their contents. Ap- 
peal foraid has been made, and contribu- 
tions are flowing in freely.

Laurier, there was his friend, Mr. Pater- 
son, to rectify the mistake. Their pres- 
ent leader had only recently been elevated 
to his high dignity, and they wore reply- 
ing to an address from a Liberal associa- 
tion, and yet their chief was not even 
alluded to; but, as though to show the 
slight was intentional, they went out of 
their way to shower extravagant lauda- 
tion on his predecessors. Perhaps after 
Mr. Laurier has been euchred out of his 
position by one of his ambitious follow- 
ers, or has retired ill disgust, from the 
leadership of 11 party which, in spite of 
his most earnest efforts, is bound to be 
unsuccessful ill its attempts to gain power, 
he will lind .soin oone to sing his praises."

UBIQUITY OF THE JEWISH RACE. 

It has frequently been remarked that 
the Jewish race has a wonderful power 
of adaptation to all climates. Jews are 
found in all parts of the globe, and seem 
to possess a remarkable facility for accli- 
matization, even under the most unfavor- 
able circumstances. Mesopotamia is con- 
sidered the mother country of the Abra- 
hainic family, as well as the cradle of the 
human race. Nome years ago a small 
colony of Jews were found in the ancient 
city of Scnnar. ill the south of Mesopot- 
amia, and in the vicinity of ancient Baby- 
lon. Of t he sev enty families composing 
the colony, one claimed to be descended 
from King Joachim, the rest from the 
house of Levi. A colony of Jews 
appear to have settled in China, 
about the beginning of the third century 
of the Christian era, under the dynasty of 
Han. In 170-1, Father Gouzani, a Roman 
Catholic missionary, found seven Jewish 
families near Pokill. Ill 108(5, a Portu- 
guese Jew of Amsterdam, named De 
Pavia, discovered a sect of. lews in Cochin 
China. According to a tradition preserved 
among them, they wore descended from a 
tribe of Jews who had quitted Palestine 

on the destructii f the Second Temple. 

From their long residence in Cochin they 
had become completely bronzed. These 
are not the same as Malabar Jews. The 

Jewish traveller Benjamin, sometimes 
called Benjamin the Second, discovered a 
colony of Jews, evidently of Persian 
origin, ill Hindustan. They were known 
as "Babylonian .lews," on account of 
their having migrated from Babylonia. 
They observed the essential rites of Jllda- 
I ism, and strictly avoided intermarriage 
with ot her sects. In the beginning of the 
seventeenth century, a Jewish colony 
settled in Cayenne, in the West Indies, 
one of the most inhospitable 
climates in South America. Cayenne was 
subsequently conquered by the French, 
who made it a penal set I lenient , and the 
Jewish colony was forced to retire to Su 
riiiam. Notwithstanding frequent perse 
uutions, lews are still found in Persia, 
more especially t.. 1 he soiit h of the Cas- 
pian Sea, where the soil is very fertile but 
the climate veiy unhealthy. The princi- 
pal city is Balprosh, when- about 150 
Jewish families reside 11 almost, complete 
isolation. They trade with their brethren 
in Ureal Tnrtary, and are engaged in the 
wool and silk trade or in the sale of cit- 
rons. They, jtoo, truce their origin from 
the Babylonian captivity, for, according 
to a tradition still possessed amongst 
them, their ancestors settled in Persia in 
the time of Nebuchadnezzar, and did not 
respond to the appeal of Ezra to return to 
Palestine. Their mode of life resembles 
that of the Persians in general. They hold 
the beard 111 high esteem, and wear long
